New York, Nov. 6—(AP)—A 


showdown fight between the Unit- 
ed States and Russia over con- 
trol of the key Adriatic port of 
Trieste appeared-to be developing 
rapidly today with Yugoslavia and 
Italy both called to testify before 
the 
big-four foreign ministers' 


council here. 


Yugoslavia, with Russian back- 


ing, is driving for domination of 
the port while the United States, 
with Britain and other western 
powers, insists on a strong United 
Nation's government. 


One phase of the row grew so 


sharp last night that Fozeign 
Minister Molotov of Russia ac- 
cused Secretary of State Byrnes 
of trying to deliver an "ultima- 
tum." to the council to force it 
to take an action considered un- 
favorable to Yugoslavia. 
Byrnes 


struck back with pointed digs 
about Molotov's constant insis- 
tence on his own views. 


Tempers Flare Briefly- 


Following this brief flare-up, 


however, the two men joined in 
refreshments. 


In one issue after another Mo- 


lotov showed up on the minority 
side of stalemated issues in the 
projected Italian peace treaty— 
background of the Trieste fight 
—but the big four must be unani- 
mous before any agreement can 
be voted. 


The foreign ministers finished 


last night their first review of 
the Italian treaty as it came out 
of the Paris peace conference. 
Molotov in general had reaffirm- 
*d his opposition to all the main 
points he opposed at Paris. So 
had the others. 
Now the real 


argument starts. 


American authorities said the 


heart of this argument is Trieste. 
It has already been agreed tiy the 
big four that the strategic city 
and surrounding Venezia Giulia 
.should be^internKtionalizcd under 
the United Nations. 


Byrnes Returns Charge 


At Paris Yugoslavia threatened 


not to sign the Italian treaty 
with a strong UN control provi- 
iion in it. Byrnes then made the 
counter move which figured even- 
tually in last night's outburst by 
Molotov. 
He proposed, and the 


Paris conference voted, a prohi- 
bition against any country receiv- 
inlCfjienefits under the treaty un- 
lesS&t signed and satisfied the 
treijsy. Under this, if Yugoslavia 
failed to sign she could not col- 
lect reparations and other bene- 
fits.

A. A. Zhdanov, chairman of the 
Supreme Soviet of the U. S S. R., 
declared in Moscow today that

Zhdanov spoke before a meeting 


of the Moscow Soviet on the eve 
of the 29th anniversary of the Bol- 
shevist revolution. His words were 
broadcast by the Moscow radio. 


Prime Minister Stalin had been 


expected to speak. Soviet sources 
in London said they were uncer- 
tain whether Stalin would deliver 
his customary anniversary-eve ad- 
dress later. 


The celebration meeting sent 


greetings to Stalin, whose appar- 


* ent absence was not immediately 


explained Z h d a n o v , sometimes 
mentioned as a successor to the 
prime minister, quoted Stalin re- 
peatedly and 
the 
audience ap- 


plauded each reference to him. 


Zhdanov declared that opposi- 


tion had developed—"m particular 
from Britain and the U. S. A.— 
to the Soviet program for a "dem- 
ocratic peace." 


"The 
peoples of the world, the 


common people who defended lib- 
erty and independence with their 
blood against the German fascists, 
are thirsting for peace," he said 
amid applause. 


Zhdanov frequently has 
been 


spoken of as the most likely sue. 
cessor of Stalin, although he is 
comparatively a newromer in the 
high councils of Russia.
